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Alabama DOC and local authorities searching for escaped work release inmate

The Alabama Department 
of Corrections [DOC] and 
local authorities continue to 
search for an escaped work 
release inmate that “walked 
off his jobsite” last week in 
Elba, Ala. 

As of press time this week, 
Daniel Lee Smallwood, age 
38, remained at-large after 
he left from an assigned job 
location at approximately | 
a.m. Friday, Sept. 8, in Elba. 
He was an inmate at the 
DOC work release facility 
in Elba at the time that he 


escaped. 

Smallwood was serving 
time for a burglary — third 
conviction out of Elmore 
County in Alabama. 

At the time of his escape, 
Smallwood was believed to 
have been wearing a blue 
shirt and black shorts. He 
is a white male, weighing 
approximately 150 pounds. 
He is 5 ft. 7 in. tall. 

During the Monday,

“He was actively seen 
Saturday morning on a cam- 
era near the levee in Elba,” 
Sheriff Byrd said. “They 
[DOC] had several track- 
ing dogs working and had a 
track on him, but he hit the 
river. Once he hit the water, 
they lost his scent.” 

The sheriff said he does 
not believe Smallwood is 
considered as dangerous, 
but he said he does suggest 
residents take extra precau- 
tions such as making sure 
all doors to vehicle, hous- 
es, and other property are 
locked while he is at-large. 

“We are just waiting to 
see where he pops up next,” 
Byrd said.

Coffee County District Judge sets bond 
for suspect in 2020 Elba murder case 


A Coffee County 
District Judge set bond 
Thursday, Sept. 7, for 
the man charged in 
the 2020 murder case 
of Elba resident Dona 
Jaqun Rogers. 

Pursuant to Section 
15-30-03 of the Code 
of Alabama, 1975 
(Aniah’s Law), Cof- 
fee County District Judge 
Joshua Wilson conducted 
a pretrial detention hearing 
last Thursday afternoon for 
Juron Waldon, age 31, of 
Hartford, Ala., at the Coffee 
County Courthouse annex 
building in Enterprise. Wal- 
don is charged with murder 
and burglary - first degree. 

According to court docu- 
ments, the State of Alabama 
through Assistant District 
Attorney Kylie 

Foor, advised the Court 
that the State did not intend 
to present any evidence 
and was not seeking relief 
under the. provisions of 
§15-13-3(b) Code of Ala- 
bama 1975 as it relates to

no bail. The 
Court having 
considered 
that no testi- 
mony and/or 
evidence was 
presented de- 
termined that 
bail should be 
set, and there 
was a com- 
bination of conditions of 
release that would reason- 
ably ensure the defendant’s 
appearance in court and/ 
or protect the safety of the 
community or any person 
and as such the defendant 
has a right to bail. 

Judge Wilson ordered 
that Waldon’s bail be set at 
$250,000 each for the mur- 
der and burglary charges. 

Further, the defendant 
was advised of the follow- 
ing conditions of release 
should he be released on 
bond awaiting trial. 

The defendant is hereby 
advised of the mandatory 
conditions of release pursu- 
ant to Rule 7.3(a) Alabama 


Rules of Criminal Proce- 
dure should he post bail and 
be released: 

¢ The defendant must 
appear to answer and to 
submit to the orders and 
process of the court having 
jurisdiction of the case; 

*The defendant must re- 
frain from committing any 
criminal offense; 

¢ The defendant may not 
depart from the State of 
Alabama without leave of 
the court; and 

¢ The defendant must 
promptly notify the court 
of any change of address. 

The court also advised 
the defendant of the fol- 
lowing additional condi- 
tions of release pursuant to 
Rule 7.3(b) Alabama Rules 
of Criminal Procedure: 

¢ The defendant shall 
have NO contact directly or 
indirectly with the victim’s 
immediate family or family 
representatives. 

As of press time this 
week, Waldon remained in 
the Coffee County Jail.

A now-retired Secret Service agent who was on duty in 
Dallas when President Kennedy was shot has written a 
book about his experience during that tragic event. He 
is telling one story today (that will sell books) but it is 
different from his public comments at the time of the 
President’s death. Which story is correct we will never 
know. However, it was upsetting to us when he admitted 
that the agents were all out on a drinking spree most of the 
night until that morning. How he lives his life is none of 
our business, but he was there to protect the president and 
we doubt any of them was fully alert that day — so what if 
that had been something a quick-thinking Secret Service 
agent could have prevented but he had a hangover and 
could not think clearly! 


Fueled by a resurgent stock market and rising home 
values, US household wealth hit a record $154.3 trillion 
during the second quarter of this year, according to federal 
data.

If it is any personal satisfaction, 
Georgia and Mississippi rate lower than Alabama! Florida 
and Tennessee are only slightly better.

*** The Elba Tigers made short work of the Houston

I know 
Elba was ahead 42-0 at the half for the second straight 
week and the game’s outcome had long been decided, but 
when both teams get only two possessions in a half and 
over three minutes run off the clock during a discussion by 
the officials about a penalty it isn’t a game and turns into 
an effort to just get it over with as fast as possible. Oh well, 
those are just my thoughts.

No more than two 
ranked teams lost in all the classes expect for 7A, which 
included four ‘Top 10’ match-ups in games that a ranked 
team had to lose. In Class 1A, top-ranked Leroy blanked 
McIntosh 41-0 and Sweet Water thumped University 
Charter 41-6, while closer to home Georgiana stunned
